WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The comparatively dull tone to the canned food market 
at present plainly indicates that packers are not paying 
the usual attention to the sale of their goods, but are de- 
voting their time to the securing of acreage, the repainting 
and improving of their factories and the necessary prepara- 
tions for making the 1912 pack of foods better, and proba- 
bly larger, than ever before. 

Unquestionably the pack of canned vegetables will be 
far superior to the goods placed on the market in past 
years. Not that the goods have not been of fine flavor, 
packed under ideal conditions and in the most cleanly man- 
ner, but simply because the canners have given more than 
the usual amount of study to the question of improving the 
goods during the past season, and the results will show 
that these studies have enabled them to put upon the mar- 
ket the finest pack of tomatoes, corn and peas that the 
wholesale grocers have ever received. The cans will be 
full, too, and all this means increased cost of production, 
which the consumers are perfectly willing to pay, and the 
jobbers will have to pay in order to get good goods. 

The market at Baltimore at this writing is compara- 
tively dull, when we look back and review the months of 
January and February. It is said more future, as well as 
spot, business was transacted in those two months than 
ever before recorded, and the effect is now falling upon the 
present market. The trading during the past week or two 
has not been really dull, but only by comparison. Every- 
one interested in canned foods feels that there is little or 
no interest, but if they will look the situation in the face, 
it must be acknowledged that business is pretty good, and

the movement rather active. Baltimore packers recently 
named their prices on future tomatoes, and almost before 
they had been read by the jobbers these prices were recalled 
and statements sent out, announcing that the 1912 pack of 
Baltimore tomatoes was sold up to the limit, and possibly 
past the limit of production. Whether or not this is a fact, 
it nevertheless remains that packers are declining to accept 
future business except at pretty good prices. It is no ex- 
aggeration to say that future tomatoes have been sold up 
to what may be called a ‘‘safe’’ limit, because with the 
various changes in packing, the high prices being asked by 
growers and other difficulties besetting the path of the 
tomato canner during 1912, it is a wonder that any packer 
has nerve enough to sell any futures. It is reported and 
generally agreed that the acreage so far contracted is equal 
to that of 1911, and that before the planting time arrives 
the total acreage will be much greater than in 1911, yet it 
must be remembered that tomatoes are very scarce, and 
that it will take a big pack to supply the orders in hand, 
and the orders that are yet to be booked. Also the grow- 
ers are asking high prices, the consumption has increased 
immensely and this increase will continue without a doubt. 
A large pack of tomatoes must be expected, in our opinion, 
but the heavy demand is already here and it will, most 
likely, continue to be greater than the supply; at least for 
another year. 

The prices of tomatoes in Baltimore have been shaded 
slightly, and we find some No. 2s being offered at 9234c.; 
No. 3s at $1.20 and No. ros at $3.60. While these quota-

tions are lower than last week, it is to be noted that New 
York has raised the price over last week, which might be 
read as indicating an unsettled market just now. In this 
connection we quote the following advertisement, pub- 
lished in a California retail grocers’ journal by the Jos. 
Campbell Co., makers of Campbell’s soups:— 

“Owing to the very short crop of tomatoes and the consequent 
high cost of same, we have been compelled to advance the price on 
tomato soup 5c. per dozen, effective March 30, 1912. The price re- 
mains unchanged on the other 20 kinds, and it is not intended that 
the advance on tomato soup shall continue beyond this year’s pack 
unless recurring conditions make same necessary.”’ 

Now if such a large, well organized business house 
finds it necessary to advance the price on an article of this 
nature, don’t you think it well to be very conservative in 
selling canned tomatoes for future pack? Think it over, 

Canned corn is beginning to show some signs of life, 
and it is reported that quite lively trading has been ex- 
perienced during the past week. This may be due to the 
fact that prices have been shaded 2%c., and buyers evi- 
dently realize that goods at 67%4c. for standards and 72%c. 
for extra standard Maine style are to be accepted as bar- 
gains. Good business in canned corn has been predicted 
for some time, and while it has been a long while getting 
here, it would be no surprise to see large lots change hands 
at prevailing quotations before the middle of April. 

Canned peas are of little interest; prices show no 
changes and canners are making no offerings. Buyers are 
willing to take hold of anything that looks like a bargain 
and the slightest shading of prices for good quality will 
bring an order. In the future market, we understand, 
the principal packers have all sold up to within a safe 
margin and are not offering anything further. 

In a special note to THE TRADE, H. H. Taylor & Son, 
the well-known brokers who make a specialty of peas, 
write as follows:— 

“The activity in the market is mostly indicated in the demand 
for futures, while spot canned foods are bought in smaller blocks for 
immediate needs, and demand varies from day to day. Stocks of 
most lines are unusually light; hence the holders are firm.’’ 

The tendency during the past week seems to have been 
to clean up job lots of stocks and in articles such as pump- 
kin, okra and tomatoes, small fruits, etc., some slight 
shading is noticed. Sweet potatoes remain the same as 
last week, but spinach shows an advance of ten cents. 
Most of the articles, however, remain unchanged and the 
local brokers generally report the market as ‘‘quiet.’’ Mr. 
T. J. Meehan says the prices are firm and the undertone is 
strong in all directions, indicating an active spring trade. 

There is little in the metal market to interest the can- 
ning industry. Lead at this writing is a little higher than 
a few days ago, but pig tin is slightly lower, so that the 
changes are too insignificant to have any effect upon the 
prices of solder or tin plates and the canners will not be 
called upon to pay more or less, until a greater change is 
experienced. Prices on cans have been out some time and 
we have heard of no changes recently. 

The weather will shortly be of interest to canners and 
growers and we are making special arrangements to give 
accurate up-to-the minute reports on this important sub- 
ject, to begin very shortly. The condition of growing 
crops and the amount of acreage secured for 1912 will also 
be reported to the best of our ability within a few weeks,

Market Rather Dull—Tomatoes Demand Attention—Corn is Quiet—Fine Apples Wanted— 
The Summary. 


New York, March 20, 1912. 


The Market.—Not much change is reported, except- 
ing that the touch of spring in the air has roused some of 
the dormant energies of buyers, and they have begun to 
make inquiries. Holders feel confident that sales will fol- 
low, but so far no increase in movement is reported. 
Trade in most lines seems confined to actual requirements 
for daily consumption. The situation appears more prom- 
ising, but business is still a trifle slack. 

Asparagus.—A better general interest is reported 
with less pressure to sell stock of fair grade. Cheap lots 
are being picked up here and there a shade under the 
market. It is said that nothing in Mammoth white in 234 
cans to be had at less than $2.20 per dozen in jobbing lots. 
Opening prices on 1912 pack are looked for in the next few 
days. Prices were named last year on April 11. 


Tomatoes.—A fair business is noted. The tone is 
firmer on California No. 234s at $1.15 to $1.1734 per dozen. 
A good deal of interest is reported in full standard No. 3 
Marylands, based on $1.25 f.0.b. factory. Ordinary No. 3s 
can be picked up at $1.20 factory. The ideas of holders 
are much firmer on fine grades. No. 2s are offered at 9234c. 
factory and No. 10s at $3.60. Much stock is held off in 
the market at $1.30 for No. 3s, and packers are refusing to 
shade on future No. 8s, but buyers are not taking hold. 
In most cases they are bidding 80c. factory. New Jersey 
tomatoes are held firmly, but offerings are light. 


Corn—lIs less active and the tone is easy, especially 
on low grades in western. Maine stock in low grades is 


pressed for sale. State in standard grades is easy at 75c. 


up. Some fancy is held up to outside figures. Future 
corn is neglected. 

Peas.—A firm tone is reported on all descriptions. 
So far ideas of buyers are not up to those of sellers for spot 
delivery, and the few small lots on offer are slow. 

Spinach—Is held up to full outside figures on No. 3s 
and No. tos. 

Sweet Potatoes—Are held firmly. 

Succotash—Is in demand, and prices are firm. 

Apples.—State No. ros are held a shade more firmly 
on fancy stock, but choice grades are easier under little 
demand. Southern No. ros are held at $2.20 to $2.25 per 
dozen f.o.b. factory. A better call is reported for top 
grades. 

Apricots—Are in fair demand on finer sorts, but so 
far there is no special movement. 


Hawaiian Pineapple—In better demand on the finer 
grades, and in small lots inside figures have been refused 
in a number of cases. 

Small Fruits—Meet a good jobbing interest and under 
small stocks the trend is upwards. 

Salmon.—The tone is easy on all stock in pinks, but 
the market is not active. Buyers are showing a little more 
interest in red Alaska talls, and a few lots went out at 
$1.80 in a small way. Best grades are held with confi- 
dence up to outside figures. 

Sardines.—There is a fair call for domestic from the 
jobbers, but the tone is not active, from the packing end of 
the line. Imported sardines are a shade firmer. 

Oysters—Are getting a little more call, but prices are 
unchanged. Hupson.

Sardine Fishing. 


Twenty years ago the purse seine was, for the first 
time, adopted for fishing in Japan. The practice was 
modeled after that prevalent in America. At present as 
many as five hundreds of these seines are used by sardine 
fisheries in various parts of the country. 

Sardines form one of the most important aquatic pro- 
ducts in Japan, the annual out-put reaching over $4,000,000. 
Sardine fishing was done formerly by means of a ground 
seine together by means of a gill net and drifter. Within 
recent years the number sardine near the shore has consid- 
erably decreased, so that fishing was started off the coast, 
in which the American method of using the purse seine 
was followed, the ring in the pocket has been improved, 
producing a net which is generally known as the improved 
purse seine. 

The period of fishing varies more or less according to 
districts, but spring and autumn are the best seasons.— 
Journal, Fisheries Society of Japan.

Weather Unsettled.—Tomatoes Likely to Advance.—Corn Inactive.—Salmon Interesting.— 
1912 Apple Quotations. 


CxrIcaco, March 20th, 1912. 

The Weather.—At the close of last week there came 
a heavy snow, but the weather has turned warm and the 
snow has about all disappeared, showing that the ground- 
hog’s prediction, when he did not go back into his hole, 
March 15th, that the weather was going to moderate, was 
correct. It now looks as if the cold weather has gone and 
spring has really arrived. 

The activity of the trade conditions is quite perceptible 
and many orders from the country are arriving for certain 
kinds and varieties of goods- 

It is noted that California canned cherries are quite 
scarce, especially of the extra and double extra grades, also 
that 1s, Baltimore packed, sliced and grated pineapple are 
in good demand and small supply. 

Burnham and Morrill’s brand of succotash was pretty 
well bought up by one large buyer here this week, and it 
only took the purchase of a few hundred cases to clean up 
the market, showing that supplies are not large. 

No. ro tomatoes are quite scarce and are held at $4.00 
to $4.10 a dozen, standard quality. Extra quality is held 
as high as $4.50.

Altogether the outlook for distribution of canned foods 
is very much improved in the past few days. 

Canned Tomatoes.—The market is unchanged. It 
is well known that there are severai large lots of No. 3 
standards, belonging to Eastern parties, held here in ware- 
houses, and that they are being held for a price around 
$1.50. 

Local jobbers have been expecting these parties to 
turn loose their holdings at $1.25 Chicago, but there seems 
to be no disposition on their part todo so. They are mak- 
ing no prices. 

Spot standard tomatoes can still be bought f.o.b. Indi- 
ana factory at $1.25, which lays them down here at $1.29, 
cheaper than they could be laid down for from the East. 
The local market is about $1.32% to $1.35 for standard 3s. 

Standard 2s tomatoes are about sold out. There are 
one or two small lots here which are being held at $1.05. 

Canned Corn.—Canned corn is still in slow request, 
and there is but little demand from any scource whatever, 
either for standard, near standard, extra or fancy grades. 

There is not much pressure to sell,as holders do not 
seem to have much stock. Either that is the case, or they 
are disposed to await the pleasure of the people to eat corn 
and anticipate higher prices. 

Canned Peas.—There is no stock whatever in first 
hands that can be found, except possibly some holdings in 
warebouse Chicago, which are being kept off the market 
for speculative purposes, with a belief that peas will be 
higher. Prices in the hands of wholesale grocers are 
entirely nominal and cannot be quoted on that account. 

Canned Salmon.—There is no great pressure to sell 
high grades of salmon, although stocks are ample and the 
demand so far has been very small. The only article on 
the market in this line, which is being urged is pink sal- 
mon, No.1 tall, of which there is an over supply at 
present. It is said, however, that the stock is beginning 
to move. 

No. 1 tall red Alaska salmon can be bought in a small 
way at from $1.80 to $1.85. No. 1 tall cahoes can be 
bought at $1.55 to $1.60. No.1 tall pink can be bought 
at $1.10. 

The market can be quoted as quiet and firm. 

American Sardines.—These goods are beginning to 
move and some inquiry is noticable. Prices East seem to 
remain low and to be disposed to decline rather than to 
advance. 

There is some pressure to sell on the part of packers, 
but buyers evince no interest, as most of them have on 
board, all the American sardines they care to navigate with 
at present.

Several New York canners have visited Chicago 
this week and have made a price, we understand, of $2.50 
Chicago, on fancy quality, New York canned apples. 

Michigan packers are naming a price of $2.25 deliv- 
ered Chicago.

Packers hold that last year, having been a large year 
for production of apples, that next year will necessarily, or 
as is usually the case, will be a light crop year, and that 
sales of futures, therefore, are very uncertain and unsafe.

Why Not All Canned Foods? 

A very pertinent question was asked at the hearing on 
the milk labeling bill at the Massachusetts State House last 
week, to this effect, the query being directed to the State 
Board of Agriculture: ‘‘Why do you not ask that the date 
of packing be placed upon other kinds of canned foods? 
Why do you discriminate against condensed milk? Why 
do you not ask that such goods as tomatoes, corn, salmon 
and other things be marked with the date of packing ?”’ 

This was, indeed, a very pertinent query. The fact 
of the matter is, the bills that have been introduced show 
all too clearly the animus behind them. One gentleman 
remarked that it appeared as though the members of the 
State Board of Agriculture were anxious to impress the 
farmers with the fact that they are looking very closely 
after their interests, that they are trying to hold their jobs 
by appearing to be very zealous in discharging their duty. 
We have no comment to make on this. We record the cir- 
cumstance in order that it may be handed down to 
posterity. 

So far as the labeling with the date of packing of 
canned foods is concerned, there certainly is as much rea- 
son why other kinds of canned foods, or some other kinds, 
at least, should be so marked as why condensed milk 
should, although we do not believe there is the slightest 
sense in dating any kind of canned foods. We do not see 
what good can come of it, how it can serve the public or 
anyone else. There is no food more acceptable, more 
wholesome, more honestly prepared than canned foods, re- 
ferring broadly to all foods packed in tin or jars, or pre- 
served in the usual manner. It will be remembered that 
there are certain articles, such as fish and shellfish, the 


flesh of which produces very quickly active chemical action 
when brought in contact with metal, we will say, iron; and 
there are several kinds of sea products that must be either 
preserved in glass jars or in very carefully, heavily tinned 
cans, in order to avoid any chance of chemical action. 

Condensed milk is as much canned food as anything 
else put in cans. With every other kind of canned foods, 
fish, meats, fruit, vegetables, swelled cans occur now and 
then. If there is any argument to support such a proposi- 
tion as dating condensed milk, it is equally strong with 
reference to all canned foods. 

We do not see how it is possible for any one to come 
to any other conclusion than that the condensed milk bills, 
so-called, introduced in the legislature this year, and other 
years, were intended as a direct blow to the condensed 
milk industry. As we have said before, their purpose and 
their animus is perfectly apparent.—New England Grocer.

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The California Market 


Good Weather Conditions. —Asparagus Plentiful.—Pineapples in Demand.—Tomatoes 


Interesting.—Coast News Items of Interest. 


SAN FRANcisco, CAL., MARCH 16, Ig12. 

Situation Improved.—The heavy rains that have 

fallen throughout California since the first of the month 
have been most opportune and agricultural interests have 
been benefitted to the extent of millions of dollars. While 
the total rainfall for the season will probably be much _ be- 
low the average, the prospects are for very large crops of 
fruits and vegetables. The snowfall in the Sierras is light 
but water is assured for early irrigation and farming inter- 
ests will not suffer. The warm weather of the past two 
months has caused the early blooming of fruit trees and 
some damage has resulted from frusts, but as yet; this has 
not been marked enough to cause any uneasiness. The 
situation is much more satisfactory than it was a couple of 
weeks ago and in some lines there is nod question but that 
large crops will be harvested. 

Asparagus in Shipment.—Since the commencement 
of the warm rains, asparagus has been growing rapidly and 
carload shipments of this vegetable are now going forward 
to the Eastern markets. In the local markets grass is sel- 
ling as low as five cents a pound retail and within a few 
days operations will be commenced at some of the canning 
plants. By the first of April all of the plants will be busy 
and it is anticipated that prices will be named about that 
time. The Coast market is well cleaned up on last season’s 
pack of asparagus, it being impossible to secure full lines 
from any packer, and but little will be on hand by the time 
the new pack is ready for delivery. The prices named a 
year ago were the lowest ever put out on this vegetable and 


it is anticipated that the new rates will be slightly higher. 
Pineapples Active.—The demand for canned pine- 
apple this season has been a repetition of last season’s de- 
mand and packers are now well sold up, notwithstanding 
the fact that prices have been out but about a week. A 
number of packers, including the California Fruit Canners’ 
Association, have been compelled to withdraw all quota- 
tions on sliced piueapple, although crushed and grated are 
still being offered, subject to confirmation uf orders. The 
pack this year will show an increase over that of last, but 
the demand for the Hawaiian article is heavier than the 
supply and probably will be for some time to come. Pack- 
ers are accepting orders conservatively, planning to fill 
orders in full, and iits possible that later in the season 
some small lots of sliced pineapple will again be offered. 
The Tomato Situation.—A few small lots of toma- 
toes are still being offered here by packers but Standards 
are in light supply, with the exception of No. 8s. This 
size is now quoted at $3. Solid pack No. 2% and No. 3 
are being offered at $1.15 and $1.20, respectively. The 
acreage to be devoted to tomatoes in California will be a 
large one this year, as prices for the past two seasons have 
been satisfactory and weather conditions have been very 
satisfactory for the crop. Growers are not yet willing to 
set a price on tomatoes and canners have not been able to 
contract for supplies, as yet. Tomatoes will be planted 
this season at several interior points where they have never 
been grown before for canning purposes. 
General Fruits.—The market on spot canned fruits

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is very quiet and probably will remain so until the close of 
the season as stocks are badly broken here and are light in 
all varieties and grades. A number of large Eastern buyers 
have been here lately figuring on next season’s needs and 
have made purchases of needed stocks for immediate deliv- 
ery but shipments are no larger than is usually the case at 
this time of the year. 

Exports of canned fruits from California during 1911 
were rather in the nature of a surprise, the valuation being 
placed at $5,237,495, as compared with about $3,150,000 
during 1910. The value of the canned vegetable exports 
was $1,863,739, or about double the figures for 1910. The 
canned salmon exports totaled a few cases over 700,000 
with a valuation of $3,927,053, as compared with 820,376 
cases in 1910 with a valuation of $3,754,908. 

Coast News Notes.—The Bouldin Island Campany 
has been incorporated at San Francisco with a capital stock 
of $500,000 by H. F. Fortmann, Rudolph Herold Jr. and 
Edward MeGary. 

The Berrymead Canning Company has been incorpo- 
rated at Berrymead, Washington, by F. G. Smith and Otis 
Chabot, the capital stock being placed at $5,000. 

The Spokane Valley Canning and Pickling Co. has 
been incorporated at Spokane, Washington, with a capital 
stock of $150,000 by W. H. Griffin and Jas.

He attended the weekly luncheon of the Home Industrial 
League of California in the Palace Hotel while here and 
addressed the members of that body briefly on the subject 
of a Net Container Law for California. He advised the 
members to try and have the measure submitted in three 
parts if it was brought up at the next session of the Legis- 
lature, these to deal with the net weight of contents, the 
location where the goods were packed, the manufacturer’s 
name upon the label. He spoke in favor of the first two 
sections but opposed the third.

The Following Opinions from Large Handlers of Canned Foods, as regards Selling 


and Buying, will be Found Interesting to All Concerned. 


Tomatoes. 
Thos. J. Meehan & Co., March 16:— 


Nothing out of the ordinary occurred in the Tomato market here 
this week. The demand was fair, and the buying orders came from 
nearly all sections of the country, but they are not so large as they 
were during the months of January and February. There are about 
tive months yet in which to sell future Tomatoes, and the indications 
are favorable for a big, broad market between now and the opening 
of the canning season next August. Many of the canners have sold 
up to their limit on futures, or nearly so, but there is no scarcity of 
sellers at this time. In the Western States, Indiana especially, the 
tomato market is particularly strong on futures at an advanee of 2c. 
dozen over the market of two weeks ago, with lighter offerings at 
their last quotations. The farmers and canners throughout this sec- 
tion are signing up contracts for the 1912 crop at advanced prices 
demanded by the growers, and it looks like those canners who do not 
sign up shortly may have to pay still higher prices lateron. No 
lower prices are expected for the canned article, and conservative 
purchases made now are considered safe for the jobber. 

In spot tomatoes there was better buying of seconds this week 
than of standards, comparatively, which is usually considered to be a 
forerunner of a demand for the better grade, shortly. An early 
spring will make a longer season in which to dispose of the goods, 
and while there are no indications of higher prices coming imme- 
diately, a stiffening-up of the prices may occur without much notice, 
and it may be well to cover your requirements for the spring and 
carly summer, This is worth your attention. 

Thos. G. Cranwell & Co., March 16:— 


Prices are a little lower and the demand a little better. A little 
weakness showed itself after a rather dull spell, strange to say just at 
the time when the buying began to pick up somewhat. This applies 
to spots. The supply of spots is light enough to warrant the present 
market or higher. Packers in this section are pretty nearly all cleaned 
out. A holder is an exception. 

No special change on futures. As previously advised several 
iarve Baltimore packers have sold up at 70 and 90 cents per dozen. 
Win, Silver & Co., March 16:— 


The market for spot tomatoes has been quiet for the last week— 
but there has been no apparent break ‘in the ranks of holders who 
seem but few in number and to have full confidence in their wares— 
while buyers seem only disposed to replenish stocks as may be neces- 
sary ;to supply day-to-daydemand. Those possessing stocks in first 


hands are not forcing sales as they seem willing to bide their time, 
knowing there are good consuming months yet before them. 


For the last two weeks there have been many efforts made to buy 
future 3s standard tomatoes at less than 85 cents, f.o.b., but these 
overtures have been persistently turned down—and it would seem 
at this writing that the trade are realizing if they would secure future 
business from good, reliable and responsible packers they must pay 


the price or take speculative chances on the future situation. 


Recent advices from the tomato growing sections are to the effect 
that as soon asthe high prices were made, farmers contracted for 
about their usual acreage, but do not seem inclined to plant much for 
the open market. While some have thought that the uncontracted 
acreage would be large and that on this account they might be able 
to secure raw stock at prices lower than are now being paid on con- 
tract, investigation is showing reverse conditions to actually exist. 
With the large volume of future sales which have already been made— 
and with the large number of packers depending on the uncontracted 
acreage for their supplies or surplus, indications are now that this 
class of packers may not be able to obtain their raw material on the 
basis at which they may have figured—and the low prices therefore, 
later in the season which some of the trade have been predicting may 
not be realized. 


The festive tomato has yet many vicissitudes through which to 
pass before its season of ripening—and those who have sold futures, 


expecting to procure raw stock on a low basis, may be disappointed 
and may be vieing with each other in their bids for the raw material 


—which always leads to high cost of production. Just what the 
future has in store no one is able to predict. There is an old saying 
“A bird in the hand is worth two in the bush’’—and ‘‘If our fore- 


sight were as good as our hind-sight we would all be rich.”’ 


The present quotations are on a very fair basis when the increased 
cost of production is considered and to him who wishes to play a safe 
game and to be in position to take care of his trade and to know at 
what price he will be able to do this, is a question, if he would not 
be safer in placing his orders now for the quantity which he may 
need to cover his future sales rather than speculate on future crop 
conditions. The way the game is played depends largely upon the 
disposition of the man playing it. In the meantime the packer who 
counts the cost—and as a rule he it is who is credited with the larger 
amount of responsibility--is holding firmly on the present basis of 


value.

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Corn. 
Wm. Silver & Co., March 16:— 


Buying of cheap spot corn still seems to continue and if reports . 


are to be credited a good deal has changed hands very recently. All 
sales of this character deplete stocks and tend to increase consump- 
tion. Good corn does not seem to be in large supply, and those pos- 
sessing stocks of the better grades are inclined to hold same firmly, 
feeling that there is not enough of the good grades to materially cause 
lower prices, as there are always those who demand the better article, 
and there is none too much of this to go around. 

On future corn the market rules quiet, but with the greater 
amount of attention being given this season to the other leading sta- 
ples—and hence with the natural tendency towards reducing acre- 
age—it is a matter of speculation whether corn may not be purchased 
cheaper now than later in the season. 

Future corn of man y varieties is being offered for less money this 
season than last, notwithstanding the fact that there has been little if 
any change in the prospective cost of the canned article. Under 
conditions which are ruling it is scarcely probable that there will be a 
normal acreage —and the future prices of corn would therefore seem 
attractive and worthy of attention. In the meantime desirable 
brands and packing are being quietly absorbed by those who bave 
studied the situation and prefer to make their purchases now rather 
than delay until some future time. Everyone admits there was a 
large pack last season, but it is not often that Nature gives an un- 
usual yield for two seasons in succession—and with this article being 
somewhat neglected those who will early place their orders may prove 
that they have sized up the situation and acted with foresight.

Sweet potatoes for both spot and future deliveries continue strong 
and active, and will do to buy at today’s prices. String beans, lima 
beans and peas are moving out in medium size lots, and string beans 
are getting scarce and stronger. 

The jobbers are showing increased interest in the coming pack of 
pineapples, and already numerous orders are being booked up for 
deliveries. commencing as soon as the canning season opens, early in 
May. Apples are firm and expected to be active this spring. Spot 
peaches are being cleaned up, and the offerings are very light. The 
demand for future peaches has not yet commenced. Pears, berries 
and the other lines of spot fruits are selling only in small lots 
just now. 

The Maryland Legislature has refused to extend the season a 
couple of weeks for cove oyster packers to enable them to recoup a 
part, at least, of their losses occasioned by the enforced shut down of 
the canneries during the six weeks of freeze up in January and Feb- 
ruary. In consequence, the market is firmer for oysters.

Spinach.—Spots selling freely. There is a little of it left at $1.00 
per dozen. New spinach will not be ready for some little while. 
We are quoting it for later shipment at 95c. and $3.15 per dozen.

Holds Annual Meeting at Roanoke, Virginia, with the largest attendance in the history 
of the State. 
the Canners. 


Much interest shown on the part of all 
The Officers work bard. 


On Tuesday, March 12th at 10.30 in the morning, President J. 
L. Moomaw of Cloverdale, called to order the annual meeting of the 
‘Virginia Canners’ Association, at the Y. M. C. A. Hall in Roanoke. 

One of the largest and most enthusiastic gathering of canners 
that has ever occurred in Virginia, answered the summons of Secre- 
tary Layman, and fifteen minutes after the meeting was called it was 
evident that it would prove a successful one. Rev. W. F. Powell of 
Roanoke, lead in prayer and this was followed by the address of 
welcome, which was delivered by Mr. J. B. Andrews, of Roanoke, 
who is president of the Chamber of Commerce and also of the Ameri- 
can Brokerage Co. He spoke as follows: 


Roanoke Welcomes Virginia Canners. 


Mr. PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS OF VIRGINIA CANNERS’ ASSOCIATION: 

I am deeply sensible. Mr. President and Gentlemen, of the high 
compliment extended me to address you on this occasion. At the 
same time I am at a loss to know why our Chamber of Commerce has 
selected me to represent and extend its greetings to you, recalling 
as I do my inexperience at public speaking, unless it is due to the 
fact that I have been more or less identified with the packing or can- 
ning interests of this section for the past thirty (30) years, and have 
seen it develop from an experiment to its present large proportions— 
there being in existence at this time several hundred canning or pack- 
ing establishments in this (what may properly be termed the Roanoke) 
district alone. 

Whilst I meet with your Association today for the first time, it is 
with pleasure that I recall that it has been in existence for three (3) 
years, and I offer my congratulations upon, the splendid success which 
you have already attained and the excellent possibilities yet awaiting 
you. In union there has ever been found strength and in the splen- 
did co-operation and organization of this body, there 7s success; for 
at present every line of business and profession has, by experience, 
found it necessary to organize in order to attain the best results. 

When the packing business was first conceived and put into 
operation in this section of Virginia its operations were contined ex- 
clusively to Roanoke and Botetourt Counties; but it has continued to 
expand and enlarge until at this time, this city is in the midst of one 
of the largest and most prosperous packing districts in this country. 
Those of us who are now reaping the benefits of this business owe a 
debt of gratitude to the late lamented Rev. Jno. C. Moomaw, of 
Botetourt County, and Mr. Christopher Nininger, of this county, who 
were, I believe, acknowledged to be the pioneers in the packing busi- 
ness in this section of our state. This business was conceived and 
put into operation by these two gentlemen, I understand, in the 
early 70s. 

Not unlike other lines of business which have grown and devel- 
oped rapidly, some trade abuses have crept into the packing business. 
One of the most dangerous and unsatisfactory of these, I think, is 
the buying aud selling of ‘‘Futures.’’ Whilst it may seem reasonably 
safe for the packer to sell 50% of his prospective pack, it must be 
admitted that this is a species of gambling or discounting the future, 
and almost invariably brings trouble (either to the seller or buyer) in 
the end, as almost invariably one or the other is hurt; and, as a result, 
it is not infrequently the case that there are contentions over the final 
settlements. For instance, on a weak market, the buyer too fre- 
quently rejects or declines to accept shipments, and on an advancing 
market, some packers generally decline_either to make shipments or 
settlements. Of course, a high sense of commercial integrity would 
remedy this evil to a very great extent. In my judgment, however, 
the only satisfactory solution of this problem is for the packer to offer 
no goods for sale until after they are packed. 

Another source of trouble and misunderstanding in some dis- 


tricts is the absence of a state law, or established commercial usage, 
clearly defining and classifying the goods. In other words, both the 
seller and the buyer should know definitely and beyond peradven- 
ture just what is meant by ‘‘No. 2” and ‘‘No. 3,” ‘‘Standards,”’ 
‘‘Extra Standards,’’ etc. In the absence of an established usage or 
law of this character, what may be considered as ‘‘standards’’ on one 
market may not pass as such on the other markets of the country, 
hence, when deliveries are made, and especially on a weak or declin- 
ing market, you are likely to have rejections and losses. 

As I have already intimated, however, a quickening of the com- 
mercial conscience and a disposition on the part of both seller and 
buyer ‘‘to do as he would be done by’’ in each transaction would 
bring about a much better feeling and more pleasant relations be- 
tween both buyer and seller, and I take it that this is one of the 
offices of the Chamber of Commerce, of this city, whose mouthpiece 
I am today, as well as commercial organizations of other cities and 
communities. 

Honest methods in packing are what the packer should insist 
upon in his own packing house, and so far as organizations like this 
can in the packing houses of other canning districts. 

If the packer should buy sanded sugar from several different 
stores he would be likely to experience a feeling of distrust whenever 
he looked a barrel of sugar in the face. It isthe same with the con- 
sumer of canned foods—leaving the middle man out of the question— 
the latter must sell as he buys. The ultimate consumer is your real 
customer, and it is to him you should hand a package which is, in the 
parlance of the day, ‘‘a square deal’ and not a ‘“‘lemon,”’ if we expect 
to continue on friendly relations with him. It is said by dealers that 
one poorly graded package of canned foods (as well as other com- 
modities) takes the place in the market of three well graded packages. 
It takes the consumer about that amount of extra time to get rid of 
the poor package he got ‘‘soaked’’ on and to get up enough courage 
to try his luck with another purchase. 

Permit me to say, in conclusion, that I believe the packing, as 
well as the other agricultural interests of our state (and especially in 
this section) is undergoing a very great change for the better, and if 
our farmers and growers will continue to put into effect and prosecute 
modern methods of cultivation, such as deep plowing, sub-soiling, the 
use of cow peas, soja beans, crimson clover and other leguminous 
crops—and I might add, the growing and packing of tomatoes (for 
the tomato is now generally recognized as a land improver) together 
with the use of lime—or better still, and what I believe to be better, 
ground raw limestone—and the breeding and raising of pure bred 
stock and hogs; and not only advocating, but subscribing liberally to 
good, permanent roads; a new era of unprecedented prosperity will 
dawn upon Virginia. 

In behalf of the Chamber of Commerce of Roanoke, Va., | 
extend to each and every one of you a most cordial welcome, and I 
trust that you may have both a pleasant and profitable session of 
your Convention. 

I thank you for your kind attention. 

Dr. R. H. Latane was scheduled to respond to the above address, 
but owing to his absence Mr. H. A. Shaver, who was later elected 
secretary, took the floor and thanked Mr. Andrews for his sincere 
remarks, and also the City of Roanoke for its hearty welcome. 
President J. Lucian Moomaw then addressed the meeting and spoke 
as follows. 

President Moomaw’s Interesting Address. 


MEMBERS OF THE VIRGINIA CANNERS’ ASSOCIATION: 

As I look over this body of men I see no room for discouragement 
when we consider that this is only the third annual meeting of this 
Association, and the first year that it has met from the place of its 
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birth. The Virginia Canners have formed an association that I hope 
they will feel so proud of that they will consider it a disgrace to them 
to let it die. 

We must not operate in too small a sphere, but we must reach 
out after every canner that is in the state. 

If we could get the packers, as a whole, to believe that ‘‘in union 
there is strength’ we would then be in a position to do our own dic- 
tating as to what we would get for our goods and what laws we want 
passed for the protection of our industry. 

Mark you, the day has arrived when individual foresight, effort 
and strength cannot cope with the great combinations of business 
that are in existence and coming into existence every day. 

Right here I want to state to this body of canners what the 
National Canners’ Association is doing for the canning industry of 
this country through its tireless secretary, Mr. Frank E. Gorrell. 

Mr. Gorrell sleeps with only one eye closed at a time, I believe. 
Ta show you that he is awake I had a letter from him on January 16, 
stating that there had been introduced in the Virginia Senate a bill 
for a net weight law for canned foods, but that it would be best for 
Virginia to wait until Congress passed a similar bill, which was pend- 
ing at this session of Congress, then have the General Assembly of 
Virginia to pass a bill like it so there would not be any trouble when 
our goods went out of the state. This is only one in a: hundred, yes 
in a thousand, things that Mr. Gorrell is watching for our protection. 

Your president urges upon the Virginia canners to support 
Mr. Gorrell in the fight for the advancement of the canning industry 
of this country by becoming a member of the National Association. 

Our packers of Virginia must take and read more papers pertain- 
ing to the canning business. As it is they rely too much on hearsay 
about the market and what is confronting the business. Don’t Jet 
the broker influence you in selling your goods, and don’t depend upon 
your neighbors too much for information, but get it first handed 
yourself. I was never a believer in second hand matter. 

Your president urges upon the members of this Association to 
stand shoulder to shoulder with its officers, whoever they are, so they 
can feel that they have your undivided support. Pay your dues 
promptly and render all assistance you can to build up this Association. 

I regret that there was so little done in advancing the interest of 
our Association during the past year, but I am willing to do all I can 
to upbuild the great interest of the canners of Virginia. 

Fellow packers we must take a broader view of the canning 
busitiess. Don’t look upon it as a business for only one year, but 
look upon it as a permanent business, fix up your factory with the 
latest improved machinery that will curtail your labor account and 
lessen the responsibility of getting enough labor. Build factories 
that are sanitary; then keep them so, because the time is coming and 
it is not far in the distance when our factories and goods will be sub- 
jected to inspection by state officials. 

Let the Virginia canners establish a motto and live up to it, our 
organization must stand and favor any move made for purity and 
cleanliness. 

There should be a closer relationship between packer and grower, 
and there should be a standard scale which our tomatoes should. be 


bought by. For instance, if future tomatoes started at 5c. per 
dozen, pay the grower 20c. per bushel for his tomatoes; 75c. future 
tomatoes would demand to the grower 25c. for his tomatoes, and 85c. 
future tomatoes would let the grower get 30c. for his tomatoes. 

The Association I should say should make the price for tomatoes 
by February 1. 

There should be a clause in the contract between the buyer and 
the packer that in case of fire, strikes and a draught that the packer 
shall not be responsible for not making 100 per cent. delivery, but 
every buyer shall come in for his per cent of goods packed. 

There should be a committee appointed to revise the Constitution 
and By-Laws to report at the next annual meeting or give this power 
to the Executive Committee with power to act, then have the next 
annual meeting ratify their action. 

‘The members of this Association shall report to its secretary the 
names of buyers or brokers that did not carry out their contracts with 
the packer, and if any member of this Association did. likewise he 
should be expelled or reprimanded in some way. 

Again I urge upon the members of this Association to help lighten 
the burden of the secretary by giving him prompt answers to all of 
his communications and paying dues on time. 

Thanking you for the honor you place upon me and I trust that 
you will derive much practical good from this session. 

After the applause Mr. Moomaw read the following short paper 
in relation to experiments which the Virginia Agricultural Experiment 
Station has been carrying on, and which they wish to continue with 
the aid of the canners: 


Work of the Virginia Experiment Station. 


The Experiment Station at Blacksburg is striving to extend its 
work to different points in the state where experiments can be profita- 
bly carried on. They offer to co-operate this year witn the Virginia 
Canners’ Association in an experiment on the control of tomato 
diseases. 

The Experiment Station realizes the value of having such experi- 
ments in the neighborhood of the tomato growers, as well as the 
opportunity it would have of studying the disease in an important 
tomato raising district. 

In case such an experiment were agreed upon they would selec 
a part of a suitable field in the commercial tomato growing district 
and lay off about two acres to be sprayed with different solutions and 
at different times. The Experiment Station would send a man out 
to apply the spray material at the right time and would superintend 
the experiment during the entire season. 

The Canners’ Association would be expected to pay for the spray- 
ing material used, which would vost about twenty dollars for the 
entire experiment. The farmer in whose field the experiment was 
located would be expected to keep records of the yield of tomatoes on 
the different plots. 

At a suitable time the Experiment Station would advertise and 
hold a meeting at the field to demonstrate the practical results, and 
others interested could thus attend and see the results for themselves. 

The Canners’ Association would thus be rendering a service of 


direct benefit to themselves and to the tomato growing industry.

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Mr. I. D. Layman, secretary of the Association, was then asked 
to make his annual report, but he arose and stated that as it was 
practically the same as last year, he hardly thought it would be neces- 
sary to take the time to read it. He added, however, that twelve or 
thirteen new members had been added to the list. 

Mr. Henry Murrill, H. A. Shaver and F. D. Bolten were then 
appointed as the committee on nominations and asked to make their 
report at the afternoon session. Messrs. W. C. Smiley, H. A. Shaver 
and I. D. Layman were appointed a committee on membership, whose 
duty it is to solicit new members to the Association. The committee 
on resolutions consisted of Dr. R. H. Latane, W. P. Crumpacker and 
J. W. Hancock. 


After the above committees had been appointed, President 
Moomaw invited Dr. H. 8. Reed, of the Virginia Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station to address the meeting on ‘‘Diseases of the Tomato,” 
which he did amidst intense interest, owing to the fact that Virginia 
canners have suffered considerably during the past few years on ac- 
count of tomato blight in one form or another. Dr. Reed reviewed 
the excellent paper which was prepared by himself and an assistant 
about one year ago, and which was published in full in THe Trape 
at that time. Photographs were on exhibition at the meeting and 
Dr. Reed briefly explained the nature of the diseases and made sug- 
gestions how to prevent them this season. He said he considered the 
spraying of tomatoes just as important a matter as insuring the build- 
ings avd pack, and that any farmer or canner who attempts to grow 
tomatoes in Virginia, Maryland, Delaware or New Jersey, as well as 
in many other states in the South, the East and Middle West without 
spraying was making a big mistake. Dr. Reed stated that while the 
diseases were not of one nature, still almost all of them would be 
checked by proper spraying. Mr. Hoffecker, of the Tri-State Asso- 
ciation, asked for the length of time between each application, and 
the Doctor replied that if the weather was rainy, spraying should be 
done about every ten days, but if the weather was dry, spraying need 
not be oftener than every three weeks. The reason for the more fre- 
quent spraying during wet weather is the fact that the rain washes 


off the spray and the plant does not get the full benefit, consequently 
it must be done more frequently. Spraying should begin when the 
plants are about six inches high, and at least four applications should 
be made during the early life of the plant. Before plowing all stems 
and leaves should be raked up and burned, as these frequently carry 
germs and disease. Numerous questions were asked and answered 
by Dr. Reed, and the canners and growers showed more than usual 
interest.

Information for the Canners. 


LaDIEs AND GENTLEMEN:—Regardless of what business or pro- 
fession one may engage in at this advanced age, the question of being 
informed and we// informed is a most important one. Success or 
failure, in anything, depends largely upon one’s knowledge of the 
business in which he is engaged. 

No matter in what business we may engage we will meet compe- 
tition and wide awake business men; men who make this profession 
or business a study and make it their business to be well informed 
and well posted concerning all conditions pertaining to this special 
business. An accurate knowledge of one’s business is essential to 
business success and organization is the only safe method of business 
protection. Without organization we have no means of self protec- 
tion in a business way, and an association without an inside system 
of information is an incomplete organization. 

The canning business is but in its infancy. The business has a 
wonderful future before it if it is properly protected and governed. 
To Virginia and especially this section it is the source of an immense 
income. The business should in the future become the most remun- 
erative enterprise of the state. We buy our cans and supplies from 
home factories; we have our raw stock grown on home farms and we 
employ home labor in manufacturing canned foods, the greater part 
of which we ship into other states, thus drawing a valuable revenue 
for our own state. It is a business that lends support to manufactur-

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EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Doctor Wiley has resigned. 


That is about as important a happening to canned food 
packers as could be; for he knew canned foods as they are, 
and did not hesitate to recommend them. Will the indus- 
try be as fortunate in his successor ? 


It is a distinct loss to the industry, and one which 
every man in it will sincerely regret, for the Doctor had a 
host of friends and admirers in this industry, and they will 
all wish him God-speed in his new life. 


We cannot blame the doctor for his step, for it is a 
most uncomfortable position to have to submit to the bick- 
erings of, and to be constantly on ones guard against the 
pitfalls and snares set by, the men who should have sup- 
ported him. His political enemies never lost an opportu- 
nity to oppose him in anything he attempted. And these 
enemies were in his department. 


That he has made any progress is due to the sterling 
fighter he is, his shield bearing the motto, ‘God and the 
right’, and that he was vindicated of every charge came as 
a natural consequence. But it is not human to withstand 
indefinitely this constant internal opposition to every 
action, particularly when the Government failed to remove 
his enemies after he had been exhonorated and approved. 
This was but adding insult to injury, and we do not blame 
him for not standing it longer. 


We learn that Dr. Wiley is to become connected with 
the well known magazine ‘‘Good Housekeeping’’ in charge 
of the news Bureau of Pure Foods and Health. Through 
this means he will be able to go direct to the housekeepers 
of the country and to tell them without restraint just what 
he knows of foods and their sophistication, and to guide 
them accordingly. If anything, in his new position, he will 
be more powerful than before, because he holds the confi- 
dence of the people, and will be listened to. 


In other words, if we are correct in our understanding 
of his position with this magazine and the latitude he will 
be given—having a considerable portion of it at his disposal 
each month—Dr. Wiley will become a rival of Marion 
Harland in his instructions to the housewives of the coun- 
try on what to eat and what not to eat. With Marion 
Harland a champion of canned foods, and Dr. Wiley also, 
and both in the position of public monitors, the consump- 
tion of canned foods should receive some stimulation. 


The important question now is what effect the change of 
governing heads in the Bureau of Chemistry will have upon 
the enforcement of the Pure Food law, and what effect 
especially upon the canned food industry? What policy 
will be pursued in the future with respect to canners and 
their products? It is to be hoped that politics will not be 
permitted to enter so thoroughly into the enforcement. of 
this good law as to nullify all the splendid work that has 
been done. It would be a shame to turn this department 
over to political hangers-on to conduct it as their bosses 
direct. It was because Dr. Wiley would not consent to 
such a thing—would not take their dictations, that his life 
was made miserable. So thereis a danger of it, and present 
political conditions make it even more likely. Mr. Taft 
does not seem to be the man for such a situation; he appears 
to be too easily moulded to his constituents’ opinions. 


It is gratifying to see that Congress seems bent upon 
cleaning out conditions in the Agricultural Department and 
getting at the botton of the troubles there. This should be 
done in any event, so that matters could take their proper 
course, and effective work be done. There are probably 
just as grave dissentions among minor officials in the de- 
partment as there was among the heads, sothat the whole 
thing should be re-organized and put upon a proper business 
basis. To attempt to wipe out the petty jealousies between 
employees of the various departments would be to attempt 
to wipe out the Government, but there is very considerable 
room for improvement.

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convicted parties under the Pure Food Law. The Courts 
have been lenient toa rediculous degree, and it seems to 
many that the law is now old enough to end this condition 
and to begiu to show its strength. If there is any one who 
is unaware of the law’s existance at this late day, there is 
nothing which would wake him up sothoroughly as a good 
heavy fine, or a few months behind the bars. And if the 
importance of the law is to be retained, its penalties must 
be far more severe than they have been up to this time. 
The days of probation, it would seem, have long since pas- 
sed, and interested parties are beginn’ng to believe that 
the law is only atrifleanyway. In other words it would 
seem to be old enough to have teeth, but as yet it has not 
shown them. 


Great Tomato Cannery Co. 


Gentreville, Md.—Arrangements have just been com- 
pleted for a great tomato packing combine in Queen Anne’s 
county, which will erect four big canneries at different 
points in this section. The four are to pack from 150,000 
to 400,000 cases of tomatoes, and will be known as the 
Mar-Del Packing Co. John E. George, of Sudlersville, 
the Automobile Commissioner of Maryland, is the moving 
figure in the organization. He is already one of the own- 
ers of the Sudlersville Canning Co , in the upper section of 
Queen Anne’s. 

Canneries will be erected at Wye Station, Carville, 


Ashland and Armstrong, and work on the buildings will 
begin April 1. The total expenses of the four canneries 
for the season will be about $500,000. They will employ 
about 700 workers from Baltimore. 

It is believed that this isthe largest tomato packing 
company on the Eastern Shore of Maryland.

ers, farmers, labor and consumers, andfsurely’so great a business is 
worth protecting, worth studying, worth knowing. We are living in 
an age when business organization is essential to business protection. 
It isthe essentiality of organization that produced the American 
Steel Co., the Standard Oil Co., the American Tobacco Co., and hun- 
dreds of other organizations. The same competition and need of 
united effort has formed the Wholesale and Retail Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation, the Brokers’ Association and the American Can Co., and it is 
the same need of united effort and protection that will either force us 
into an effectual association or will force us out of business. First 
we must have an organization with mutual protection and mutual 
benefits as its prime object. Unless we are determined to have such 
an organization it will be useless to attempt to discuss any of the 
points of interest. But if we will support the Association with the 
same energy we are exercising in our determination to increase our 
output the coming season we will have an organization of which we 
may justly be proud. One of the mutual benefits should be the busi- 
ness of the Association to furnish information to the canners who 
are members of the Association. 

There are many things concerning the business that we, as can 
ners, should know, but as we stand it is no one’s business to furnish 
us with any degree of information. Most certainly it is not the bro- 
kers’ business upon whom though we must depend largely for infor- 
mation concerning prices of canned foods, the market conditions, crop 
prospects, etc. It is the business of the broker to buy and sell and 
make a living,tand it should be our business to keep posted as to the 
market and its condition and not cuss the broker when he catches us 
napping and,sells our goods for 24%c. under the market, or scares us 
into selling by his bug-a-boo talk of enormous pack, weakening mar- 


ket conditions, etc. 

Competition in the brokerage business is so strong that the broker 
can’t afford to waste | his time dealing out information 1 to the can canners; 
his one prime object i is to land the order. The time has been in the 
history of the business when a broker would come to you with an 
order and yet advise you to hold your goods as there was an indica- 
tion of a rise in the market, but they don’t tell you that any more. 
It behooves us to work out for ourselves a system of information by 
which we may keep posted and informed. We are not keeping up 
with the business as we should. And at whose door are we going to 
lay the blame? 

Two and{one-half cents per dozen saved on 1,000 cases of toma- 
toes will pay your Association dues for ten years, and proper infor- 
mation may mean a saving, each year, of several times the amount 
mentioned. 

Information concerning the growing crops we would find of vital 
importance. There are but few of us who sell our entire pack early, 
we as arule try to hold back part} of it until later in ,the season. 
And if we had some means of keeping posted as to the crop’prospects 
it might mean hundreds, yes thousands of dollars to the canners. . 


If you will pardon me, I should like to speak of a system of infor- 
mation of this kind weJhave for our own use. I use this to illustrate 
the possibility of reliable information. We have a private correspon- 
dence with with individual ‘canners all over the United States wherever 
there ist'any amount of canning exchange information 
concerning estimated acreage, crop conditions,“amount of old stock in in 
the hands of the canners, ete. This system we have used for the past past 
several years and have found it in every | instance reliable. ; 

This information was worth scveral hundreds of dollars to us “the 
past season, for had we not been posted-and have listened to the earn- 
est and pathetic appeals of the brokers we would have dumped our 

zoods on a low market, losing a large percent of our earnings. 3 aes) 

It seems to me that it would be of jgreat value to the canners 
could the Association put itself in a position to furnish its members 
with such information as would be of importance to them. 

To make our Association strong and put it on a growing basis we 
must have some advantages in the Association that can’t be had out 
of the Association. When we can prove {to the outside canner that 
the Association is furnishing us with advantages over him we will

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have no trouble in enrolling members and building up our Association 
that will meet the demands of the times. 

The Association should build up a system of information and 
keep it within the Association, for so long as the outside canner can 
profit by the work of the Association there will be no incentive to 
bring him into the organization. We need to get down to business 
in a business like way and bring about results. 

We need to keep posted concerning the action of the govern- 
ment, relative to enactments concerning the canning business, etc.’’ 

This talk brought much applause, and Mr. Hoffecker arose to 
endorse Mr. Smiley’s remarks and to say that he did not believe in 
‘‘Luck,’’ which he described as something only existing where very 
hard work and close attention to business is practiced. He pointed 
out one or two cases where men had made large sums of money, which 
cases the general public would describe as ‘“‘Luck,’’ but Mr. Hoffecker 
showed conclusively that the men who make money spare no expense 
or trouble to get first class, reliable information before going ahead, 
and thus know long before the deal is consumated just what will be 
the result. He beseached the Virginia Association to form some sort 
of information bureau for its members, so that it could collect data 
on the acreage planted, the condition of the growing crops, the mar- 
ket prices in all sections of the country, and the amount of. tomatoes 
being held by its members as well as other canners. 

When Mr. Hoffecker concluded an agent of the Norfolk & West- 
ern Railroad invited the members to see him personally regarding 
freight rates for this season, and the meeting’ was adjourned until 
two o’clock in the afternoon. 


The Afternoon Session. 
The first on the program in the afternoon was an address by 
Mr. H. A. Shaver of Troutville, on ‘‘Virginia Standards,’’ and we 
give it herewith in full: 


Mr. CHAIRMAN AND MEMBERS OF THE VIRGINIA CANNERS’ 
AssocrATION:—I shall treat this subject not by telling you what Vir- 
ginia standards are, but by offering some suggestions how you and I, 


as canners, may raise the standard of Virginia canned foods, and may 
be able to let the consumer know that our standard is a high one, 
and so will buy Virginia goods in preference to others. 


In answering the question how we may raise the standard of Vir- 
ginia canned foods, I offer but two ways. First, by producing a 
better quality of the canned product, and second, by a more thorough 
co-operation in advertising and selling our goods. 

We can produce a much better article than we have heretofore. 
Virginia canners are too careless abont what they can. Almost all 
will receive the little, rough, knotty, yellow tomatoes, that a person 
would never think of eating, and run them in with his choice stock, 
thereby lowering the quality of his goods. We, as canners, should 
select our stock. 


If we are putting out two grades, then we run the small, rough 
and off color stock into seconds. We should receive only red ripe 
tomatoes at the factory. Then we have something with which to 
put out a nice product, and can thereby hold up our standard. 


The selection of stock is only one essential of a high standard of 
goods. Another one of equal importance is the manufacture of this 
raw product into the finished article. By the lack of proper manage- 
ment many times, good stock is improperly handled, and only an in- 
ferior article is put out from what ought to have been a first-class 
product. Improper (either too little or too much) scalding, careless 
peeling and excessive cooking are things which lower the standard 
of our products. 


There is another thing which in late years is hurting Virginia 
tomatoes, that is water. The ideathat a tomato, which is 98 per cent. 
water not having sufficient water to keep it is absurd. When we add 
water to this article which is nearly all water we have nothing but 
water with a little color. Is it any wonder that the consumption of 
canned tomatoes does not increase? It is unfair for the canner who 
means to put up honest goods to have to compete with the canner 
who uses from 10 to 25 per cent water. I may be mistaken in the use 
of water in tomatoes as I never tried, but if 1am I want to be cor-

rected, and I hope that canner who thinks he can put up a better. 


product with water than without will have the courage to tell this 
Association before we adjourn, so we can all use water and put out a 
higher standard. We ought to all pull together for whatever is to 
the best interests of Virginia canned foods. A part should not try 
to keep down our standard and a part try to hold it up. I am of the 
opinion that tomatoes need no watering, that it is wrong and de- 
moralizing to the canned food industry to use it, and also is contra- 
dictory to the pure food laws of Virginia. 

Some may wonder why I should speak of watering tomatoes, but 
when I know of factories in my own county and|others adjoining where 
bucket after bucket of water is poured on the packing table and 
others where a constant stream is flowing on tables during packing 
hours, something is wrong—something is rotten. Our business can- 
not survive such treatment, and it should be the duty of every true 
canner to report tothe civil authorities those canners who are injuring 
our business by adulterating Virginia canned tomatoes with pure 
spring water. 

When we have selected the stock and have put same in cans in 
the best condition possible and have filled the can with tomatoes 
alone, then we can do but one more thing to raise the standard, and 
that is have the package look pretty and neat. The can should be 
clean and bright. It should be well labeled, on straight, and not 
smeared over {with paste. The case should also be clean and well 
nailed. The little things count in the canned food business as well as 
in other businesses. 

Now that we have the finished article ready for the market—and 
it may be the best of its kind—if it were never known it would not 
be worth the while for Virginia canners. We want to do things 
worth while. We are too small as units, or individuals, and not 
enough of one large, consolidated unit. I am glad for the organiza- 
tion that we now have, but we want an organization more helpful, 
one that can do something. Our organization covers too much terri- 
tory to be directly efficient. There may be several good plans pro- 
posed for efficient organization, but I have one I think of special 
value. It was suggested to me in talking to the buyer of a large New 
York wholesale grocer. This gentleman has been spending his sum- 
mer in Virginia for some time and he knows of our tomato business. 
He told me that a large firm who had always to make their future 
orders good could never rely on small packers for future orders as 
they had no backing. He did not only look at money backing but 


the reputation. He only would buy from people who had a reputa- 
tion to uphold. Not only did this man tell me this but the general 
commissary agent of a large company, who use some fifty cars a year, 
told me they bought all their canned foods from Maryland packers at 
5 to 10c. more because he was getting something he could depend on 
when he got a contract. Gentlemen, we want to show the world that 
we can put up the right kind of an article, that we do have a reputa- 
tion to uphold, and that we will furnish tomatoes on future contract 
that can be depended upon. We must cater to the good buyers and 
leave off being led to deal with those who are looking for ‘‘suckers.”’ 

I would suggest that the canners of the different counties organ- 
ize, but we would still have our State organization. All the canners 
in each association should use the same label, and the same brand; 
call it the Botetourt tomato. Each canner then use his own name but 
let every label show that goods were packed under the supervision of 
the Botetourt Canners’ Association. Some one should be appointed 
to do all the buying and selling. This man could be one of our own 
brokers and could be paid a salary or a commission. The benefits that 
would accrue to the canner the first year, are not a direct benefit, 
but they are a real benefit. Instead of putting on the market in a 
haphazard way fifty different brands we would put on one, instead 
all of us being competitors in selling, and each of us a tool wherehy 
the broker may keep the price down. We would all be united and 
not competing for the sale. And sell one brand of some 200 to 400 
thousand cases. The consumers of canned foods would learn that 
Botetourt produced canned tomatoes and would look here for them. 
The name of the association would spread and the orders would come; 
the large buyer would not be afraid of a contract with the association 
who had to hold up a reputation and we could then sell to the better 
class of buyers who are now afraid of the small canners. This seems 
to me to bea most valuable means of advertising at no additional 
cost to the canner, and in a few years we could cut down our broker- 
age bills by one half. Gentlemen, why should we support some six 
or eight brokers and furnish them an automobile to ride around to the 
different canners and thus force them to act as competitors or bidders 
on a closed bid for the lowest figure on canned foods, and then they 
call it the market. We should set our price on our article, we should 
phone our broker or agent when we are ready to sell, and thus save 
the unnecessary expense of wearing out the brokers automobiles, 
energy and time, in fixing the price of canned foods at the lowest 
possible figure.

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I have tried not to be radical in these few remarks. What I have 
said is not fiction but based upon facts. For instance we have 
already sold 4700 cases of ‘‘Valley Virginia tomatoes’ at 874c., and 


1 know of no broker selling at those figures. We have done it by 
working up our brand, but how much more effective would a county 
organization be in putting out several hundred thousand cases. 

A few weeks ago I was talking with Stokeley Bros., of Newport, 
Tenn., and they told me they never offered futures until they found 
out what Virginia’s market was and they always figured 5c. higher. 
They have some advantage of freight, but the main thing is this, 
the people know what they are getting when they get Stokeley Bros. 
blue label. When they buy from so many individuals in Virginia 
they do not know what they will get. But the facts are these gentle- 
men, the foods packed by hand in the small factories of Virginia are 
superior to those packed by machine in the large factories. We have 
long heard it said, it is the large potato which sucks the most juice. 
We are not and may never be a large potato, but if we organize 
properly our selling end of the canned food business, we have trans- 
formed the many little ‘‘taters’’ into one ‘‘whopping big Tater’’ able 
to cope with the powers that be. 

Gentlemen, in closing I ask you again to remember the two 
things I have said: That to raise the standard of Virginia canned 
foods we must produce a better quality of the finished product, and 
second, we must co operate in the selling and advertising of our goods 
as Virginia canned tomatoes, the best on earth. 

In the absence of Mr. Zinn, who was scheduled to speak on ‘‘Fer- 
tilizers and Its Benefits,’’ Prof. Robert J. Davidson, of the Virginia 
Agricultural Experiment Station, took the floor and gave a long and 
interesting talk on soil management and the proper use of fertilizers. 
Ife cautioned the farmers to know what they were getting when 
buying fertilizers; that they should not be bought by name or brand, 
but by their contents. Make the fertilizer dealer tell you what their 
composition consists of and then figure out whether that is the sort 
of fertilizer best adapted to your land. There is no more important 
factor in farming than proper fertilizing, but the mere fact that some 
sort of fertilizer is placed upon the soil should not be sufficient to 
satisfy the farmer. He must know and insist upon knowing just 
what his land needs most, then get that material, whatever it may be 
and use it as lavishly as the crop to be grown will permit. Prof. 
Davidson's address alone was worth the cost of attending this meet- 
ing, and any canner or grower who failed to get there should see his 
neighbor and learn what should be done. It means money in the 
grower’s pocket as well as the canner’s. 

Mr. Gorrell, of the National Association, was scheduled to speak 
at the afternoon session, but he was called to New York on some im- 
portant business and the trip to Roanoke could not be made. In his 
stead Messrs. W. O. Hoffecker and L. A. Sears spoke to the Virginia 
cauners and explained the benefits to be had by joining the N. C. A. 
Much of the work done during the past three years was reviewed and 
the great good derived by all canners through the work of the Pub- 
licity Bureau was brought home to those in attendance. Application 
blanks were distributed by Mr. Sears and quite a number of the Vir- 
ginia canners placed their name on the list of the N. C. A., and it is 
to be hoped many more will make use of the blanks and send them in 
to either President Moomaw or to Secretary Frank E. Gorrell of the 
National, whose address is Belair, Md 

A letter from the Pure Food Department at Washington to a 
prominent canner was read, in which it said that no water may be 
added to canned tomatoes this season, and if it is those canners who 
do so may expect their goods to be seized and condemned. On this 
account Mr. Hoffecker reminded the members that their goods weuld 
cost much more to pack this year, and that they should determine the 
actual cost before offering them to any buyers. 

The report of the Committee on Resolutions was then read. It 
was as follows:— 


“Resolved: First, That we, the Virginia Canners’ Association, 
desire to express our sincere thanks to the Chamber of Commerce for 
the courtesies extended us. 

“Second, That we recognize and appreciate the work done by 
Mr. Gorrell, secretary of the National Canners’ Association. 

“Third, That we urge the Virginia packers to join the National 
Association. 

“Fourth, That we recommend that Roanoke be made a perma- 
nent place for the annual meeting of the Virginia Canners’ Asso- 
ciation. 

“Fifth, That our secretary enter upon his minutes all the pro- 
ceedings of the meetings of the executive committee, giving the 
names of the members who are present. 

“Sixth, That we recommend that we have one meeting each year 
instead of two and that this meeting be held on the third Tuesday in 
January.” 

The Committee on Nominations reported as follows:—

The reports were unanimously adopted and the meeting adjourned. 

There was no registration of members at the hall, nor any head- 
quarters at the hotels. In fact the great majority of the canners did 
not register at any hotel, arriving in the morning and departing on 
one of the various evening trains, so that it was not possible for our 
representative to get a list of the attendance, but it was estimated 
that fully two hundred canners were on hand to hear the speakers.
